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THE RISEN CHRIST 

The story of the resurrection of Jesus Christ has been told and 
retold for almost two thousand years; yet, like the sunrise, it is always 
new and fresh. 

When we go back through the tomb to Christ’s death, His life 
on earth takes on new significance. First, the sting of death is removed. 
When I was a small boy in California, my father kept bees, and one day 
I was stung. My mother heard me yell and came with a pair of tweezers. 
She pulled out the stinger and explained to me that when a honeybee 
stings someone, it loses its stinger and dies. On reading 1 Corinthians 15: 
55, “O death, where is thy sting?” I remembered that childhood incident 
and drew the spiritual parallel: Just as the bee stung my hand, then lost 
its sting and died, so Death stung the Lord Jesus and left scars on His 
hands — but the sting of death was removed and Death died! The Lord 
Jesus Christ died, but He rose again, conqueror over death! Paul writes, 
“Our Savior Christ Jesus . . . abolished death and brought life and im¬ 
mortality to light through the gospel.” 

When you know that Christ is risen, the orientation of life changes 
radically. A generation ago an Anglican bishop determined to go to 
China as a missionary. Someone said to him, “But Bishop, you will bury 
yourself in China!” He said, “Yes, I know, but I believe in the resurrec¬ 
tion.” It is a wonderful thing to be buried in China if God has sent you 
there, or to be buried in the work that God has given you to do at home. 
When you believe in the resurrection, all life takes on an entirely differ¬ 
ent hue. When you go back to the cross through the tomb, everything 
is changed. Jesus Christ said, “If any man would come after Me, let him 
deny himself and take up his cross daily and follow Me.”

Mrs. J. W. (Blanche) Bawden, who, with her husband, Mr. ‘Joe’ Bawden, 
came to North Battleford in March, 1911. Married in London, Ontario, 
in 1907, Mr. Bawden bought the old North Battleford News, and sold it 



a. year later to Mr. Cameron McIntosh, the present proprietor, staying 
on as business manager.

Their active interest in, and faithful support of the Parish during 
the last half century have been a great encouragement to the various 
Rectors. Mr. Bawden died in August, 1958 at the ripe old age of 88, 
bringing to a peaceful close a long life of activity and varied interests.

She 
has been a member of St. Paul’s W.A. for just over 51 years, and has 
had the honour of having one of our W.A. Groups named after her (the 
Blanche Bawden Group). 

Her family numbers three: Dorothy (Mrs. H. Gallagher) of 
North Battleford; George, of Butedale, B.C.; Jack (Dr. J. W.), of Regina, 
and Mrs. Bawden has five grandchildren and two great-grandchildren. 

It is to faithful supporters of the church like Mrs. Bawden that 
we Who come after owe much of what we possess in our church and 
parish. They are the ones who laid such a solid foundation for the work 
of God’s Church in this place, and we salute them in sincere gratitude, 
and wish them the knowledge of the close presence of God in their sun¬ 
set years.

AND SO WE SING 

(This is the first item in a series contributed by G. J. Shaw) 

As many Old Country people will remember, Whitesunday and 
Whitmonday are two special days in the church life. On Whitmonday, 
which is also a legal holiday, it is customary for the Sunday School 
children and their parents to walk to a sports field for a picnic and games. 

In 1865, the Rev. S. Baring-Gpuld, the curate at St. John’s 
Church, Horbury Bridge, Yorkshire, was invited to bring his congregation 
to a neighboring village. Unable to find an appropriate marching-hymn 
to keep the children happy and cheerful on the three-mile walk, he 
composed for the occasion what has now become one of the best-known 
and well-loved hymns in the world: 

“Onward, Christian Soldiers, 

Marching as to war, 

With the Cross of Jesus 
Going on before...." 

Baring-Gould died at the age of 90, having written other hymns 
and many books; but perhaps his best remembered work is this marching 
hymn, or even his great evening prayer, 

“Now the day is over, the night is drawing nigh, 
Shadows of the evening steal across the sky.”
